Arrival from the Other Side of the Rocky 
Mountains. 
Mr. Alfred Perry, better known in tiio Northern 
mines as " Mountaineer," recently arrived here 
from tlic Jnsper House, a Hudson Bay Company 
Fort, in cliargo of Mr. Moherly, on the east side 
of the Rocl;y Moiinliiins. Mr. I'crry left Alexan- 
dria last full Willi a party of four miners, and 
tsroascd the Kocky Mountains to the Jasper House, 
•where he wintered. His four companiciis went on 
to Fort Edmonton, on the Norlli Saskutchcw n, 
^vhcTC they wintered, and this spring left (or lied 
itivcr and the States. He rejjorts that llicrc were 
(hot joqre.than eight inches of snow on the Bronnd 
j'ast'wintcri'aV'any lime, uruutid Jasper House. 
«;iie inililiicss of the clnuiite there is remarkable in 
x.-uriip;iris<)n uith the Cariljno country, nllhou^'. 
■Jasper House is fartlicr nortli. 

",Mr; P. reports that the Hudson 15 ay Company 
Vera building a steamer duriiii; the winter, at Fort 
Edmonton, to navit?alo Ihe .Siiskalchewan as far 
■down as tlic lliipids. Anptlier steamer.'.is to bu 
put on hy the Company to run fiom Fort Garry, 
•jn the lied liiver BC'tt emeiit, down lied Kivcr to 
Lake \Vh\Mipci;, thence across Winiiipi'i;, and up 
the North Suskalehewaii to below the Uapids. IJy 
this means almost anintorrupted ■steam communi- 
cation will bo ciTected between Red River settle- 
iuent .md t'ort Ivlmoiiton, whieli is only about ,'!8n 
^iles Irum the head of steam navigation on I'rasi-r 
llivcr. The Company are puttini; mi these steam- 
crj in order to bring supplies to Fort Edraonton, 
from which they will be distributed to their North- 
■crn posts. 

Mr. Terry loft Jasper House for I'ort .Vloxan- 
dria on April 2d, with two Indians and without any 
provisions, but subsisted by hunting. Frgra Jasper 
House he followed up Athabasca river, •iO miles to 

■ Mien's river; then uj) that river lo miles to the 
walcr-.shcd. l-'rom there he crossed the siiinmit 
or •' baaiu," fl miles in length, in which both 

. Mielt'a and Frasor rivers take tlicir rise and flow 
an opposite direcliuns. From the " basin" he fol- 
lowed a sninll rivolot six miles to Cow Dung I,ak«, 
which is about I'l miles loui;. with an average 
-ivld'vh «f one mile, hollowing tho trail on the 
right of the l ike to its !we«{ei^^cxtrcmlly, he 
Btr»cl; tke l-'ras.jr, and followed it down 22 miles 
to Moose Lake, thence alon- tho sliorc of that 
lake 15 miles to the Kraser again ; and down that 
river 25 miles to Kester John Q). Here canoe; 
were taken to Fort ';Oeorge and; Alexandria. 
Tlierc is no obstractton on the river between 
Kester John and Fort George except two rapids. 
The first rapid is sboutSmiles from ICcster John'.i, 
ihe other about 75 miles. Canoes pass through 
them, and so may steamers, 'riie;dtltaace from 
Kester John to Fort George is estimated at about 
350miUs by the river ; ami is navigable for steam- 
ers the whole distance— th>' shail.nvo-st wa!cr imt 
being hss than si.\ feet, and the river in the nar- 
rowest part not loss than fiJO feot wide. The cur- 
rent is klow, more like a lake than a river. From 

■ ..Port George to Alexandria, the distance is csti- 
rinated at 150 miles. It i» only four; days canoe- 
travel from Kester John to Fort George. On 
crossinjg the sumtnlt thcre wMnitt mqrB th^ two 
lectof snow on the fith of April. The trail Is very 
fiooi, but some fallen trees' tch^or it dllEcnlt 
for animals. The aummit or " basin" is thickly 
wooded. 

Along Fraser river there areraountaiits to within 
.70 or 100 miles of Fort George. On tiie 'wcslerji 
■side, towards the Cariboo country, lh(! conntr> i, 
*^lernbly level. On the imi th-wcst side it is mnre 
nnountainous. In the month of June, as the snow 
melts, thotrail, overflows. Indians were mci at 
Jvesler John from Sbuswap Lake. They came 
imp aciiis^ the country on horseback, and evi-ri 
<Juring tlic "iii'i-r visited Jasper H'lusc, the iias.-, 
not being reiiJered impassable by snow at any 
time. •: :)•! .. t. 

There is an open country around Mnoso Lake; 
but generally the country is covered with pines 
and fin. The ascent from Jasper House tn the 
Buminit Is very easy, scarcely jircceptiblo, ana ro 
i.< the ili sccnt. From Jasper House across to Fort 
Kdniont(jn it is about ITii) miles. The trail is 
'good; tho contilry level, Inii womli'd. On t'e 
the Jasper llcin--p tl.it there is no timijcr. 

Indications of gold were found up to tlio bead of 
Friscr River. From the Jasper Uousc iij) the 
Athabasca and Miclt's lllvers there is plenty of 
quarts and gravel, tint Terry's party threw away 
their prospecting toids last f.iU at Ivestcr John, 
and ronscquently did not prospect higher up than 
to that place. About 45 miles below Kester John 
a prospect was obtained that would pay from " 
to with » rocker. At a tributary five m" 
higher up, from three to five cents to the pan were 
obtained in coaisc gidd— one piece being worth
